The Reunion has traditionally been held the 2nd weekend of September (the weekend after Labour 
Day), but was changed for the first time in 2002, to the 3rd weekend of Sept. due to a conflict with the 
Jewish Holiday Rosh Hashanah. Unfortunately, the 3rd weekend is also the Fort George Re-enactment, 
which is a very large "youths" event that also occupies a large number of leaders, including several 
hundred Gilwellians, thereby reducing Scouts Canada numbers somewhat. The change in date also 
came as a Surprise to about 40 Gilwellians, some from out of Province, who showed up at Blue Springs 
Scout Reserve in 2002 on the "usual" 2nd weekend of September in anticipation of taking part in the 
Reunion. For 2003 the date was again changed back to the "traditional" 2nd weekend in September 
and it is hoped by many that, in future, the date will not be changed again. 





While foreign Gilwellians are always welcome, in the mid 1980s a task force was set up to work out a policy for Gilwellians from 
other countries wishing to attend the Reunion. It was decided that Gilwellians from the United States must be hosted by an existing 
contingent. This move was deemed necessary because of the ever increasing numbers of particiants pushing Scout Canada 
facilities to the limit at the Reunion and the close proximity of large numbers of U.S. Woodbadge holders. To ensure that this 
Reunion remains uniquely "Canadian" and is not turned into an "American Gilwell Reunion" that is held "north of the border" a ratio 
of 7 Canadians for each American hosted by a Contingent was determined. While Scout Canada numbers in the last few years have 
been declining, that ratio remains in place. Guests from other countries are not affected by, or subject to, that ratio. 


The 60th Gilwell Reunion is September 9-11, 2011 at Blue Springs Scouts Reserve just outside Acton, Ontario.

‘Riders of Rohan’ / ScotiaJamb 2005 
From Our Correspondence—Part 5 by Darryl and James Atchison 


When | was a young boy about 12 years old | was introduced to one of the most fascinating and moving 
books | had ever - and still have ever - read. According to Wikipedia more than 150,000,000 million 
copies of this book have been sold since it was first published in 1954 - second only to Charles Dickens’ 
“Tale of Two Cities” (not counting religious texts or political doctrines). | have read this book more than 

! | fifty times and every time | read | find something new. 


The book in question was accidentally conceived as a result of a long-term bedtime story which the 
author started telling to his son in 1937. His son urged him to put the story onto paper and submit it for 
publication which he did. And thus “The Hobbit” became an instant classic. In this short story, the main 
protagonist, Bilbo Baggins finds a mysterious ring which has the ability to make anyone wearing it 
invisible. But the ring has a dark, evil history of which Mr. Baggins - a hobbit - is not aware. Tolkien, the 
author, became intrigued with this ‘evil’ ring and spent over ten years writing one of the most amazing 
fantasy novels of all time. Most people know that it is published as a trilogy but Tolkien originally wrote it 
as one book. 


J.R.R. (Joseph Ronal Roald) was born in South Africa but at the age of three he returned with his mother 
and brother to England where they decided to stay after their father died a few years later back in Africa. 
From a very early age, his mother began teaching him Latin and Greek. He displayed a natural talent for 
languages and later in life he was credited with having a working knowledge of no less than seventeen 
languages including Norse, Old English and Germanic. Eventually he went on to teach at Oxford 
University where he became a tenured professor. That he was a ‘romantic’ is clearly evident to anyone 
Norm’s who has ever read his classical texts as well as his fictional novels - including his masterpiece “The Lord 


of the Rings”.

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This book has since been adapted for radio, television, stage and ultimately film when director Peter Jackson, in conjunction with New 
Line Cinema, made the blockbuster series which was released in three installments beginning in 2001. These three movies together 
are the highest-grossing films ever. 


The Lord of the Rings is not easy reading! Many people say that they have attempted to read it but were quickly put off by Tolkien’s 
rampant use of mythological references and other archaic writing devices. But it is worthwhile and rewarding to struggle through it. 
The fact that Tolkien wrote most of it through the period of the Second World War is evident. Some literary critics insist that the evil 
Lord Sauron in the book is supposed to represent Hitler - a fact which Tolkien adamantly and consistently denied throughout his life. 
He insisted that his novels were set entirely within their own realm and that any similarity between Middle Earth and our world was 
merely coincidental. 


Teenage boys around the world have loved The Lord of the Rings since it was first published and they continue to enjoy this monumen- 
tal work to this very day! Thus it does not surprise me that a Boy Scout Troop chose to model their Jamboree Sub-Camp on some of 
Tolkien’s most famous figures - the ‘Riders of Rohan’. ScotiaJamb 2005 was held on Cape Breton Island and the Scouts from Prince 
Edward Island formed a Sub Croop called Rohan. They issued wooden tokens depicting a horse - the symbol of the people of Rohan. 
A hole was drilled into each wood and they were worn around the neck to identify the Scouts in that particular Sub Camp. The Scouts 
also issued a jamboree patch which depicts other motifs representing this fictional people. That the Boy Scouts chose this particular 
theme should not surprise anyone familiar with the books. The ‘Rohirrim’ as the people of Rohan are known, are among the most no- 
ble, enduring and loyal races in Tolkien’s novels. These attributes are easily transferable to the Boy Scout movement’s ideals. 


So, if you are looking for a real challenge, why not read these amazing novels for the first time if you’ve never read them. Or read them 
again if you have read them before. Not only will you enjoy the experience but | am sure that you will identify the virtues which caused 
the Boy Scouts in P.E.I. to emulate Tolkien’s characters in 2005. 


Co-incidentally, there was another Sub Camp at this Jamboree which bore the name of another of Tolkien’s races - the men of 
Gondor. The fact that Gondor and Rohan were allies in Tolkien’s novels is probably not coincidence. No doubt the two Sub Camps 
competed with one another in friendly rivalry while simultaneously Supporting each other. It doesn’t appear that the Sub-Camp 
Gondor issued any wooden tokens, unfortunately. 


Nonetheless, | really enjoy being able to share my love of Tolkien at the same time as my passion for collecting wooden money!

It was revitilzed in 2004 with another $95,000 invested over the next four 
years. The name was changed to “History of the Kootenays” at Elizabeth Lake Lodge.
